American tank steamship George G. 
Henry, about 150 miles southeast of 
the Nova,, Scotian coast, and went 


-• down in seven' minutes. She carried 


a crew of about 13 officers and 76 
men, 
and survivors reported number 


only 41.

The collision occurred at sea several

NORTHWEST OF VERDUN. Thursday, 
Qct. 3.— (By the 
Associated 
Press) — 


"When New York troops captured 
the 


village of Abri-St. Louis on Friday, 
they were made victims of. an act of 
German treachery, which has been In- 
vestigated by army authorities. As the 
New Yorkers swept into the village, a 
number of Germans came out of their 
hiding1 places with uplifted hands and 
were supposed to have 
surrendered. 


When the Americans came nearer the 
Germans suddenly dropped their hands 
and, seizing 
hand 
grenades, 
threw 


them with deadly effect, 
killing 
and 


wounding a number of the New York 
boys. 


The survivors retreated and told the 


story. Then more New 
York . troops 


went forward. They were armed wltl 
flame throwers and gas projectors and 
filled the village with flame and gas 
until not a single German escaped. 


Tivo concrete emplacements for 
big- 


guns were discovered west of Varenne 
when New York troops advanced along 
the eastern edge of the Argonne for- 
est a few days ago. The guns had been 
removed but engineers believe that 
they were Austrian 305's. • 


The emplacements "were 100 3pards 


apart and apparently were built more 
than a year ago. A railroad had been 
built leading up to them and this en- 
abled the enemy to remove the guns 
ammunition and everything of value. 


French and American heavy artiller\ 


battered the enemy positions through- 
out the entire region along this front 
and it is believed that 
the Germans 


made haste in removing the big gun? 
as soon as they saw that a serious at- 
tack was impending. 


Hig guns were scattered through the 


Argronne forest and from day to day 
have been taken by 
the 
advancing 


New York soldiers. Among them were 
two ISO's and several 77's. The fores 
has been thoroughly searched for these 
Sjiris by the American troops. 


Many of the roads leading from the 


Argonne forest to Montfaucon and to 
Malancourt have been 
found 
to 
be 


barred by concrete piliars as a precau- 
tion against the operation

allied 


tanks. At safe distances behind thesi 
pillars anti-tank guns positions have 
been found.

were built of concrete. The pillars have

"The term 'shell shock' is a misno- 


mer," said the doctor. 
"The . proper 


^ame for the ailment is 'war neuroses.' 
Very few of the boys brought to base 
hospitals from 
the 
front 
suffering 


from thia disorder contracted 
it by 


reason of the detonation of bis guns. 
Of course this helped to a degree but 
the real cause for their being Incapaci- 
tated lies in their weak nervous or- 


• ganization. 


"Were a study to be made of each 


case It would be found that many 
of the victims had suffered from ner- 
vous disorders before 
entering the 


army. It follows that when they went 
*to the front line trenches the tense 
excitement, the uncertainty of life, the 
long hours of activity, the absence of 
sleep and similar causes 
sapped 
th 


nervous vigor of the soldier and made 
him an easy prey to neuroses." 


Dr. Kline pointed out 
»hat many 


men are in the army who are suscep- 
tible-to this affliction. ^"When a regis- 
trant tells the examining draft physt- 
Ejian that he has been subject to ner- 
vous disorders the man Is sent to camp 
just the same, because the 
officials 


may believe that he IB faking." said 
Dr. Kline. "This is true of course only 
In the case of a man whoso looks seem 
to Indicate that he Is in good health. 
Tt IB difficult for tho physician to de- 
termine at once whether his claim to 
nervousness is bona fide. Not until the 
soldier is in the front line trenches 
does it develop that his nervous organ- 
ization is unsound." 


The division of mental hygiene

diers who may return with unstrung 
nerves. Dr. Kline states that they will 


: receive the most scientific 
treatment 
| known and he believes that virtually

yesterday announced that the restric- 
tions by which the dealers are limited 
to a two months' supply of flour are 
not imposed on consumers. 


'As much aa a barrel may be bought 


by a family," he said. "As to the 
amount of flour which may be pur- 
chased," said Mr. Ratshesky, "the ad- 
ministration has preferred to set no 
hard and fast limit. It requests only 
that consumers should purchase In 
moderate 
amounts 
consistent 
with 


economy of delivery, and 
should 
in 


every case use at least one pound of 
substitutes with, each four pounds of 
flour. 


"The prohibition "against hoarding 


means that people should not accumu- 
late more than they have been accus- 
tomed to in peace times. In order to 
prevent speculation and the withhold- 
ing of vital -supplies from 
us. it hag 


been necessary to limit all dealers to a 
two months' supply, but this limit does 
not apply 
strictly 
to 
householders.

should not buy more unless the estab- 
lishment is 'a very large one.

economy in the use of flour. The crop 
of 1917 was exhausted almost .to the 
last bushel before the new harvest be- 
came available, but the present pros- 
pects are that, if the American people 
live strictly up to the 80-20 program, 
and.

The importance the Germans attach 
to the retention of thi? portion of the 
line is Indicated by the Frankfort Ga- 
zette, which states that In order to 
prevent a frontal break-through be- 
tween Cambrai and St. Queniln, Gen- 
eral Von Boehn's army has been ma'de 
HO strong that it is equivalent to 
complete army group. The Gazette de-. 
clares "there is dancer along the whole 
western front." 


It cannot be long before an important 


enemy retreat from the Hhidenburjr 
line is bound^io happen, according to 
ihe universal military opinion here. In 
the meantime the Germans are putting 
forth enormous efforts.

sillts so this arrangement will enable 
them to make the beat possible use 
of their industrial and economic re- 
sciurees so as to keep all the powers 
firmly in line and prevent any from 
weakening or finding reasons for mak- 
ing a separate peace. 


This arrangement is one of the most 


farsighted and statesmanlike yet pro- 
posed in the war. It offers a degree 
of security that could be reached In 
•rib-other way. It is another of those 
very brilliant moves by which President 
Vulson has proved himself to be the 
leiumg statesman and the most occom- 
jlllshed executive oC the entire world. 


GERMANY MUST PAY 


.In view of the fact that Germany is 


burning all the cities and towns she 
is forced to evacuate, it is proposed 
that the allies shall pledge themselves 
to take reprisals by destroying 
an 


equal number of German cities and 
to.Y.'ns or like importance. That would 
be one method of punishing Germany 
for her ruthless destruction; but it 
Would be repulsive to ihu allies to com- 
mit such deliberate destruction in a 
spirit of revenge. Why not notify Ger- 
many that for any future ruthlessness 
of- this kind, she will be held strictly 
accountable at the linal reckoning at 
the end of the war, and made to pay 
in-'territory if not in money? Belgium, 
France "and other nations that have 
sulTerecl from this fiendish ruihlessness 
authorized 
by 
Germany, should be 


compensated for their loss by Germany. 
How long will it require the Germans 
to make reparation for the devastation 
they have spread wherever they went 
in. Francu and Belgium? 


Death to the kaiser 
would 
be 
a 


slight punishment for all the crimes 
he has authorised; but If he be not put 
to death, he should at least be con- 
signed to prison for the remainder of 
his miserable life. 
The treatment ac- 


cqrd'ed Napoleon in St. Helena would 
bcTtoo good for him; but there can be 
no real reform in Germany while there 
is 'ii single shred of the Hohenzollern 
dynasty left. 
It must be swept away 


so-that the German people maybefree 
to work out their own national des- 
tiny. 
..For them the new freedom will come 
as a heavenly gift, releasing them from 
the linndnge of militarism and the pe- 
riodical .slaughter resulting from the 
wars pr(-f;]'iiaicd by the ambition of 
tlit Prussian \var lords for extending 
their domain.

PRICE OF SHOES 


The government hereafter will fix tho 


price of shoes throughout the country. 
The price limit will be from 53 to $12. 
It seems that in some..-parts of the 
country the price of shoes had reached 
the extraordinary figure of $20. 
To 


prevent profiteering of this kind, the 
ovornment has stepped in to control 
the prices and when the new price 
schedule takes effect the lowest price 
at which shoes can be sold, even on 
the bargain counter, will be $3, while 
the highest cannot exceed $12. Be- 
tween these limits there is latitude 
enough to suit almost everybody. 


Most people thought the government 


would seize the packing houses in or- 
der to control the meat "supply, but 
apparently there is some good reason 
for holding off on this step. The prices 


meat, butter and eggs have begun 


to soar and before winter is over they 
will have gone beyond the ability of 
the average citizen to pay.

Dr. Kline pointed out that many 


men are in the army who are suscep- 
tible to this affliction. "Whe,n a regis- 
trant tells the examining draft physi- 
cian that he has been subject to ner- 
vous disorders the man is sent to camp 
just the same, because 
the 
officials 


may believe that he Is faking," said 
Dr.. lUine. "This is true of course only 
In the case of a man whose looks seem 
to indicate that he la in good health 
It Is difficult for the physician to de- 
termine at once whether his claim to 
nervousness is bona fide. Not until the 
soldier is in the front 
line trenche 


does It develop that his nervous organ 
ization is unsound."

BOSTON, Oct. 4.—Gor. McCall yes- 


terday afternoon issued Uie following 
Columbus day proclamation: 


"Chapter 473 of thd eeneral acts of 


the year 1910 provides in order 'To 
commemorate the discovery of Amer- 
ica by Christopher Columbus, the 12th 
day ol October shall hereafter bo .1 
legal holiday and shall be known as 
Columbus day.' 


"In view of the striking significant 


of the holiday the present year 1 deem 
It most fitting: to direct especial at- 
tention to it by a proclamation. There 
are few anniversaries in human his- 
tory which make a stronger appeal. 
It recalls' the courage and faith of 
the great admiral who could not be 
Jeterred by the ridicule of his asso- 
ciates nor daunted by the terrors of 
unknown seas. 


"It suggests the enrichment of hu- 


man life which was made possible by 
the revelation to the peoples of Eu- 
rope of a va.st new continent, fitted 
to be the home of great nations and 
where the genius of mankind could 
develop free from the trammels of 
those political and social traditions 
which weighed upon the life of the 
olil world. 


"Columbus day, always so signifi- 


cant, was never more so than in thfi 
present year. 
On the banks of the 


Piave and in battles fought on the 
heights of. the Alps the countrymen of 
Columbus are giving new proof that 
the courage and steadfastness which 
marked his character are the heritage 
of the Italian people. 


"In the conflict which they are wag- 


Ing they are supported by the states 
which have grown up on the conti- 
nent which. Columbus .discovered, and 
which nobly illustrate in their his- 
tory the great causes for which they 
ire now contending. The hosts of our 
country, the veterans of Canada, the 
battleships of our 
great 
southern 


neighbor, the republic of Brazil—all

—have added their strength to that of 
Italy and the other allied nations of

economy of delivery, and 
should in 


every case use at least one pound of 
substitutes with each four pounds of 
flour. 


"The prohibition 
against hoarding 


means that people should not accumu- 
late more than they have been accus- 
tomed to in peace times. In order to 
prevent speculation and the withhold- 
ing of vital supplies from 
us, it 
has 


been necessary to limit all dealers to a 


o months' supply, but this limit does 


not apply 
strictly 
to 
householders.

lishment is a very large one.

complete army group. The Gazette de- 
clares "there is danger along the whole 
western front."
